DR. GRANT'S RECORD, and in person manage and control the Drawing 


Startling Revelations of a Man Who Has Fig- 
ured Extensively in Criminal History. 


30sToNn, Mass., October’ 28.—It is now as- 
serted that Dr. Andrew Grant, bigamist and 
confidence man, who died in jail while await- 
ing trial for swindling Miss Lucy Towey, of 
Cambridge, who he had married, was none 
olher than Dr. Conley, who took anactive part 
in the Fenian raid on Canada about twenty 
years ago. Mrs. A. K. Gore, of No. 426 Sara- 
toga street, East Boston, claims to ‘know 
Dr. Grant and his history thoroughly. 
She says that her brother, Dr. MeoSheehy, of 
East Boston, formed Dr. Grant’s acquaintance 
while traveling in France in 1852. Dr. Grant 
returned with him to New York, where Dr, 
MecSheehy left him. Hethen married a Ger- 
man girl, whom he afterwards deserted, and 
enlisted ina New York regiment. Dr. Me- 
Sheehy did not see him again until after the 
war in 1866. In 1869 Dr. Grant married Mrs. 
Gore’s sister, Mrs, Jane Delaney, and after 
stealing $20,000 of her money deserted her. He 
was next heard from at Poughkeespie, N. ¥., 
where he was arrested for bigamy and was 
sent to Sing Sing. He was pardoned before 
the expiration of his term and went to Europe 
again. Two years ago he visited Mrs Gore’s 
sister in Chicago and tried to have bis daugh- 
ter go with him, promising to send her to a 
boarding-school. 
Dr. Grant clanred that he was an illegiti- 
mate son of Victor Emanuel, king of Italy, 
and was exiled for conspiring against the 
throne. As Dr. Conley, he was well known in 
this vicinity. He once kept a drug store in 
Cambridge. He has been identified from his 
photograph by-several Boston and Cambridge 
people as Dr. Conley of the Fenian raid, and 
the Dr. Conley who kept the drug store in 
Cambridge. Mrs. Gore says she wiil try to get 
Ber nace of any property Dr. Grant may have 
eft for the benefit of his daughter by her sister, 
Dr. McSheehy and Conley became inseperable 
companions in Paris,and it was during the 
course of their ramblings together that Conley 
is said to have made known the secrét of his 
birth. According to his story he was born in 
Austria, but was the son of Victor Emanuel 
and Archduchess Adelhird, of Austria. He 
was born in 1842,two months before Victor 
Emanuel and the archduchess were united in 
marriage. Victor Emanuel was at that time 
king of Sardinia, and did not succeed to the 
throne of Italy until 1861. When but a mere 
child hé was transferred te the custody ofan 
old abbot in Switzerland, by whom he was care- 
fully schooled in the sciences. Among other 
things, he made a specialty of languages, and 
so proticient had he become, that he could 
speak at least five with fluency. The old 
abbot became, as it were, a parent to him, and 
finally the young man’s desires to know some- 
thing of his parentage became so strong that 
the good old priest told him all, even to the 
stain upon his birth. When the youne man 
grew up he went to Sardinia and openly con- 
gic against the king and was forced to fly. 
iis alleged father supplied him with money. 
He came to America with Dr. McSheehy, and 
when the war broke out he enlisted in a New 
York regiment and is said to have been well 
known among the Grand Army of the‘Repub- 
lic men in New York.

The Strange Story of a Virginia 
Moonshiner. 


WHAT HELPED TO EVADE THE LAW. 


An Underground Stream and a Crevice in 
the Rock~—Phosphorescent Animals 
Which Frightend Visitors. 


Grunpy, Buchanan county, Va., October 
23.—A few days since I met an acquaintance 
while traveling in the mountains who was sev- 
eral years since a deputy United. States mar- 
shal, and whose exploits among and capture of 
moonshiners in the mountains of Virginia, 
West Virginia and Tennessee have been pub- 
lished throughout the country. The old sub- 
ject, of course, was brought up in our conver- 
sation, and many of his hair-breadth escapes 
and daring feats retold, 

“Did I ever tell you the story of Phil Hel- 
lingham, who was atone time the most no- 
torious and shrewdest illicit distiller in the 
country ?”’ 

‘No; I never heard the story.” 

“Well, it’s a strange one, and it will take a 
stretch of imagination to take it all in. It 
sounds so much like a romance in its weird 
and uncanny incidents that I have never 
heretofore given it in all its particulars to the 
public.” 

“Come up to my room,”’ said I, “where we 
will not be disturbed, and unbosom yourself of 
this interesting history.’”’ 

After we were comfortably seated, Martin 
began: 

*‘Aiong in the seventies I was sent into the 
mountains hprdering on the Virginia and West 
Virginia lines to ran down and capture, if pos- 
sible, a moonshiner who hrd sold more 

ILLICIT WHISKY 
than any one of the gang. A description was 
given me and half a dozen names or aliases by 
which he was known in the several sections 
which he visited. It was believed that he had 
his headquarters in the mountains of West 
Virginia, as he always seemed to head back in 
that direction. The West Virginia authorities 


in fact, seemed never to have heard of him. 
This puzzled me for a time, but was afterward 
fully explained. The fellow never sold any 
moonshine in that state. Well, one day I was 
traveling along in Pocahontas county, when I 
heard of a strange being and a haunted house 
at Sinking creek, which somehow excited my 
curiosity. Myexperience had taught me to in- 
quire into everything worth examining, and I 
was instinetively suspicious, so I concluded to 
go and see for myself. 

“Sinking creek is the name of a stream of 
water which lies near the foot of Droop 
mountain. Itis completely surrounded with 
high mountains. apg omy mountain and Pri- 
or’s knob, without a low lying gap or opening 
for many feet above the surface level, like an 
immense bowl, encitele this stréam of water. 
its peculiar name is synonymous of its charac- 
ter. Making its appearance suddenly and 
without warning from the bowels of Droop, on 
the western foot of that mountain. it runs 
through a narrow valley; cutting an almost 
complete circle, it disappears as suddenly as it 
appears on the opposite side of the mountain 
from whence it emerged as completely as if it 
really was swallowed up by some subterranean 
channel. Where it begins or where it ends, so 
faras human knowledge goes, will probably 
never be known. 

“There is but one habitation along this 
creek for half a dozen miles or more, Philip 
Hellingham, or ‘Old Hell,’ as the unknown 
being was called, lived in a small, three- 
roomed log-house on the eastern side of the 
mountain, within a few feet of the spot where 
Sinking creek disappears. 

HELLIGNHAM 
was described asa peculiar looking man, of 
about sixty-five orsixty-eight years of age; tall, 
gray haired, with fair complexion and cold 
gray eyes, rawboned and a physical Hercules, 
was his description physically.

He got out of bed, lit a candle 
and looked about the room, but could tind 
nothing, not even a hole large enongh for a rat 
io get in or out of. The door wa. fast on the 
jiuside and the windows down. When he got 
out of the bed the sounds ceased for a few mo- 
ments, but just as he was getting back they 
beoan again with redoubled vigor. The whis- 
verine’s suddenly stopped, and were followed 
by doud shrieks and cries and hovrible screams, 
which ended in deep, hollowgroans, as of some 
one in dreadful pain, finaliy sinking into a 
long-drawn sigh or gurgle, as if some one were 
being strangled to death. The old man said 
he was sitting up in bed all this time, with his 
candle still burning and his hair standing on 
end. He could see no one, but the groans 
and cries seemed to pervade the interior of the 
room—now below his feet and again overhead, 
and, in fact,aliabout him. Three times was this 
repeated, when he got up and awoke Helling- 
ham, who appeared to be placialy sleeping in 
an adjoining rooin. The visitor told of what 
he had -heard, and said he woul get his horse 
and ride on, as he could not be owiuced to stay 
an hour longer where

were holding such concerts. '..]".ogham_ tried 
to induce him to stay, telling tn: if inust have 
geen a freak of disordered inuagination, but 
the old fellow insisted on going. Heilinglhaim 
told him to sit down while he got his horse 
and saddled him. Ina couple of,ninutes—the 
old man thought it was av hour—i ve host re- 
turned to the door with the horse saddled and 
bridled. He quickly got into the saddle and » 
rode away. When a hundred feet or s0 dis- 
tant he looked back and saw a sight which 
frightene?d him as badly, if not worse, than 
the noises he had seard. On the top of the 
chimney, along the ridge-pole ahd at the ex- 
tremity of every high point about the house 

A PHOSPHORESCENT LIGHT 
was glimmering and glistening, quivering and 
darting back and forth, making the cabin and 
its surroundings plainly visible by its bright- 
ness. ‘I smelt the sulphur and I knew the 
devil couldu’t be farlaway. I left there in a

After ashort conversation, 
during which I took care not to make my busi- 
ness known, I went to work to make him com- 
fortable. I found everything we needed, and 
in a short time had a supper ready. The sick 
man could eat nothing but a little broth which 
I made him. 

“The next afternoon he called me to him 
and said: ‘While I am strong enough I want 
to tell | story. My name is Philip Helling- 
ham, and I ama Tennesseean. About ten

I was so struck 
with the appearance of this locality, its isolated 
condition, the strange peculiarity of the stream

My nearest 
neighbors were about four miles distant; they 
would call occasionally, but I sgon found a 
way to stop that.

‘‘Well, ’ll explain. As = by this time no 
doubt surmise, I havea still somewhere near 
here.

hereabonts, whose presence often annoyed me 
and made my illicit operations dangerous, so I 
purchased a lot of old iron pipe and casings of 
different sizes, and after placing a trumpet of 
bell-like tin mouth to each and curving them 
upward, ran them under the edge of the wa!l 
back several feet where the opening was larger, 
To scecure agreater variety of sounds, over the 
other ends, which were run under the end room, 
I fixed tin caps or coverings, one of which I 
punctured full of small holes, in another cut 
three narrow slits, while in the third I fixeda 
funnel-shaped horn. This arrangement I found, 
brought about a variety of terriffic noises 
whenever a storm approached, and they would 
doubtless, as I soon learned, be exaggerated 
by the superstitious minds of those who heard 
them. The corposant or St. Elmo fires you 
were told of as sulphuric emanations from his 
satanic majesty’s kingdom, were caused by 
some peculiar condition of the underground 
atmosphere, for which I have been unable to 
account. Soon after placing the pipes I found 
thata peculiar whitish-blue light wouldrun 
along them during a storm. I controlled this 
atmospheric action by running several wires 
along the pipes over the house in different di- 
rections, sod foundithat the eifect was much 
greater than my expectations.

About a year after 
Hellingham’s death lightning struck the cabin 
and burned it to the ground, but to this day 
the people of the neighborhood avoid the 
locality, and cannot be induced to &, _ it.

An in- 
stance of this came peculiarly under my eye 
while giving a cursory glance at the Beecher 
collection. Ranged on anupper shelf in a 
row was an elegantly bound edition of the 
Latin historians, essayists, poets and the like. 
There must have been thirty or more volumes 
in all, and the names of the editors on the 
ealf covers were’ evidence that the utmost 
scholarshipand most recent research had been 
embodied in the supplementary notes. The 
works of Terrence were, of course, included, 
comprised in three yolumes. The early 
aged antiquarian glanced with pitying con- 
tempt at the clean, comfortable books on the 
top row, but his eyes lit up with intense de- 
light as he reached out his lean hands and 
seized a dog-eared volume of clumsy shape, 
bound in tattered half cloth, printed in 
wretched type on worse8paper. He turned its 
sear pages with greedy haste, and noted it in 
his memoranda as a desirable addition to his 
stock. It was an addition of Terrence, a half 
century old, long since relegated to the shelf 
by the process of philological knowledge. 

And there are young ladies there, oh, yes!

and ignore the books, except such broad tomes 
as contain collections of engravings, and de- 
vote their rosy attention tothe rugs and pot- 
tery. One sentimental Mis§ wanted so much

Solomon vs. Tarver, Equity, from Fulton. — 
Administrators and Executors. Equity. (Be- 
fore Judge Marshall J. Clarke.) 

Blandford, J.—Where a bill alleged that a 
testator, by his will, left all of hig property to 
his wife’ during her life or widowhood, and 
provided that, at her death or marriage, it 
should be divided between the complaimant 
and two others, and that his executrix (his 
wife) should have a right to sell any and all of 
the property, real or personal, at public or pri- 
yate sale, without any order of the court for 
that purpose, and that the legatees should 
haye no right to interfere or com- 
plain, this did not dispense with 
the mecessity for the executrix to make 
returns to the epee gs and where it was fur- 
ther alleged that, at the time she took charge 
of the estate, it was worth $100,000, and that, 
by her tax returns at the time of the filing of 
the bill, it was worth only $24,000, the bill was 
not demurrable either for want of equity or 
because the other, devisees in remainder were 
not parties thereto.

Brown vs. State. Misdemeanor, frcm Dekalb. 
Criminal Law. Liquor. License. Verdict. 
(Before Judge Richard H. Clark.) 
Blandford, J.—1. The act of December 24, 

1884, authorizing an election to be held in the 

county of Dekalb to decide whether intoxicat- 

ing liquors should be manufactured or sold 
therein, provided that, if a majority of the 
votes cast at the election should be against 
such manufacture aud sale, it should cease and 
not be further allowed, and that any person 
violating the provisions of the act should be 
vuniibel as prescribed in §4310 of the Code, 
‘provided that this act shall not interfere with 


the manufacture or sale of domestic wines, or 


cider, or wines for medicinal or sacramental 
purposes’’: 

Held, that this act merely prevents the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicating liquors 
in that county other than domestic wines, 
should the result Of the election be against its 
allowance. The act does not interfere with 
the manufacture and sale of domestic wines, 
but leaves this exactly where it stood under 
the law prior to the passage and adeption of 
this act. ‘Therefore, where an indictment 
framed under this act charged the defendant 
with having retailed domestic wine in quanti- 
ties less than one quart, but did not charge 
that this was done without alicense, it was 
error to charge, in effect, that this local option 
act took from all parties the authority to issue * 
a license in Dekalb county to retail domestic 
Wines in quantities less than one quart. 

2. Where, under such an indictment, the 
proof showed that domestic wine was sold by 
the drink, such a charge was erroneous; and a 
verdict finding the defendant guilty was con- 
trary to law and the evidence. 

Judgment reversed.

A few moments after our entrance, during 
which time we had remained standing without 
a word being spoken, a door in the fnrther end 
of the room opened and an oflicer, ames, Et 
decked with gold lace, entered and approaching 
our party took some papers from the soldier in 
charge and began to read them very carefully.

Mrs. Wilson’s greeting is cordial, her. voice 
cheery and her manner easy and wnostenta- 
tious. There is nothing of either the. grande 
dame or the blue stocking injher ways, and 
one is surprised at her lack of literary ostenta-' 
tion and at the remarkable simplicity: ofsher 
vocabulary. To the visistor she is quite ‘com- 
municative, and declares that her greatest <dif- 
ficulty with her books is the painstaking care 
that characterizes her in the preparation of 
her manuscript. She never preserves a-page 
with a blot, an erasure or an interlineation 
unon it. Shebhas in her library a massive 
leather-bound book fastened with = a 
huge clasp. It is the manuscipt of 
“Vashti.”’ It is. entirely in her . own 
handwriting, and is as clean and neat as 
the freshly printed page. There is but one al- 
teration in it, and that is on the title page, and 
consists of a slight change of terminology 


made by the publishers. The handwriting is 
clear, distinct and flowign, and is exceedingly 
handsome in effect. The volume was bound 
for the authoress, as a birthday present by Mr. 
Wilson. The last novel—the one alluded to 
as soon to appear-~was written under the try- 
ing circumstances. of sickness in the family, 
which she was called upon to nurse. Owing 
to fatigue she was compelled te resort to dicta- 
tion in the preparation of the work, and to the 
employment of a stenographer and type-writ- 
ing amanuensis. The result was not a success 
and very much displeased her, for she was 
compelled to rewrite the major part of the 
book, so great. was the number of errors. With 
the dictation, the revision of the type-writing 
and the correction of the proof sheets now com- 
pleted, Mrs. Wilson has been through her last 
novel three times and declares’ herself to be 
heartily weary of it. 

The manuscript of the new work has not 
been sold. It will be published on Mrs. ‘Wil- 
son’s own account, and the demands for it are 
said to be pouring in upon the publishers in 
overwhe:ming numbers. The manuseript of 
“Vashti’ was sold to the Carletons for $15,- 
000. They realized so much more than they 
had expected from the outlay that they, after 
becoming more than satisfied with their prof- 
its, nade Mrs. Wilson a present of the copy- 
right.

If the government of Canada were 
careful of the interests,of the domain they would in- 
stantly request the supercession of Chamberlain, 
He has already done more to imperil the sm ty of 
the three nations than all the Gloucester poachers, 
Canadian cruisers and Behring sea revenue cutters 
put together.”’ 

An official denial has been made of the ru- 
mor which has been in circulation here, that 
President Cleveland had requested Lord Salis- 
bury to cancel the appointment of Mr. Cham- 
berlain to represent England in the fisheries 
negotiation. It isannounced that Mr. Cham- 
berlain isassured of a cordial reception by the 
American authorities, despite the attacks 
made upon him by interested parties. Mr. 
Chamberlain started from Birmingham topay 
on his way to America to take part in the fish- 
eries negotiations.

HE IS AN ATLANTA MAN, 


Detective Scarborough Who Was Shot By 
the Alabama Outlaw. 


The telegram from Montgomery to THE 
CONSTITUTION yesterday morning telling of 
the killing of Detective Scarborough by Link 
Buckalew, an outlaw, near La Fayette, Ala., 
was unpleastnt news to a great many At- 
lantians. ' 

Scarborough was well known in this city. 

A few years ago he was a member of the 
Atlanta police force and was one of the best 
officers in the department. He was brave and 
fearless and at the same time faithful and 
careful. While he was connected with the de- 
partment he made an arrestone day on Green’s 
Ferry avenue. The negro man he arrested had 
a great many friends in the locality and 
a crowd undertook to rescue the prisoner. 
Scarborough had a hard fight with the gang, 
but succeeded in bringing his prisoner out. In 
the affray, however, he shot a negro child. 
This gave him so much trouble that he severed 
his connection with the police force. Subse- 
quently he was watchman atthe union depot, 
but a few moths ago went to Birmingham and 
connected himself with a detective agency. He 
gave his time and attention to the business and 
was making a success of it when shot. 

Buckalew, the outlaw, is one of the most 
desperate men in this country, and Scarbor- 
ough knew it when he started out to capture 
him. The outlaw, like Scarborough, is a 
Georgian. He was born and raised in Heard 
county, where he made a criminal record sec- 
ond to none in the south. He wasan intimate 
associate of John Smith, the man who was 
hung in Heard a few months ago. 

Scarborough has a brother and sister living 
in Atlanta. On yesterday morning they re- 
ceived telegrams. from Birmingham statin 
that the detective was dangerously wounded, 
but not dead. They went over to Alabama 
yesterday.

THE MOTION DENIED.

Dr. G. W. Gardner Sick in His Cell in the 
Fulton County Jalil. 


Dr. G. W. Gardner, the Marietta street prac- 
titioner, who has been in jail the past month 
under sentence to the chaingang, is danger- 
ously ill, 

He may recover, and he May not. 

The doctor was never too strong, and the 
confinement began to tell upon him before he 
had been a prisoner two weeks.

The Macon Telegraph’s Special Denied— 
A Detective Association 
Repudiated, Etc. 


A lively and extremely interesting session of 
the board of police commission was held last 
night at police headquarers, Commissioner 
English, chairman, and Commissioners Gold- 
smith, Martin and Brotherton only being 
present. 

The meeting was a called one. Immediately 


lish began fumbling through his pockets, at 
the same time saying: 

“T have an important matter to which I de- 
sire to call the attention of the board.”’ 

Whatever the chairman was searching fail- 
ed to find its way between his thumb and fin- 
ger, and as a perplexed look began to spread 
over his face he turned to the chief, asking:

I cut it out with the in- 
tention of calling the attention of the board to 
it,’’ said Commissioner Goldsmith, smiling at 
Chief Connolly, who was searching a pigeon- 
hole for the copy of the Telegraph. 

**T saw that too, and it’s a shame to print 
such stuff,’’ said Commissioner Martin. ‘‘ Wh 
there ain’t one word of truth in it, and I thin 
we should take some notice of it.’’ 

‘You say it is not true?’’ asked Commis- 
sioner Brotherton, 

“Of course it is not true. Notone word of 
truth in it. We have hadthe matter investi- 
gated and know that it is not true,’”’ said Com- 
missioner Goldsmith, adjusting his glasses. 

“Then lets deny it,’ said Commissioner 
Brotherton, clasping his hands in front of 
him. 

“I’m just writing a resolution to that ef- 
fect,’’ said Commissioner Martin, picking up a 


pen. ; 

“Write away,’ said Commissioner Eng- 
lish. 

When Commissioner Martin dropped his 
pen he had compiled the following: 

Resolved, That this board having badits atten- 
tion called to the following communication, ap- 
pearing first in the Macon Telegraph and Messenger 
of the 1*th instant, and afterwards copied in other 
papers of the state, to-wit: 

‘Ig THIS PROHIBITION? 

“Our Atlanta dispatches yesterday contained this 

tem: 


‘ATLANTA, October 17.—Mounted Officer Pittman, 
of the police force, while on duty near the exposi- 
tion grounds last nicht, met a negro with a b :tileof 
whisky. Wishing to ascertain where the negro got 
it from, he called to the negroto balt. Instead of 
doing so the nezro took to his heels. Pittman fired 
two shots at him, neither of which hit him. In 
running the negro dropped his bottle and broke it. 
The fluid, Pittman says, was corn whisky. He 
wanted to arrest the negro with the hope of makin 
a prohibition case against the party the negro got it 
from. 

‘Last Sunday we said we were determined not to 
be surprised at anything the Atlanta police might 
do, but this occurrence almost overcomes our reso- 
lution. We never heard of auythimg like itin this 
country. 

“A mounted policeman fires two shotsata than 
who is accused of nocrime. Ifthe negro had been 
Caugnt selling whisky from his botile he would haye 
been guilty of only amisdemeanor, and the police- 
man would not have had the slightest justii cition 


negro was to serve as a witnessagainst the man who 
sold the whisky. He may have boughtit a hun- 
dred miles from Atlanta and therefore had a perfect 
right to it. 

“Ifthe policeman had killed or wounded the negro 
he would have been guilty of a very grave offense. 
As it was he committed a much more serious viola- 
tion of the law than any possible infraction of the 
prohibition statute. 

“There is nothing in the local option law which 
gives an officer the right to search a man or to shoot 
at him in the hope of obtaining evidence against a 
blind tiger. No city can give such a right to its po- 
licemen. 

“The attempt to enforce the prohibition law by 
such methods will not be tolerated in any com- 
munity. If thisis the legitimate result of prohibi- 
tion, then prohibition is doomed.”

‘‘T think it sufficient,’’ said Chairman En- 
glish, ‘‘and I suggest its adoption.’’ 

The resolution was adopted. 

‘‘Now, there is another matter here,” said 
Chairman English, ‘‘to which I desire to call 

the attention of the board. Some timeago J. B. 
Kennedy, manger of the South Atlantic De- 
tective assocition, applied to this board for per- 
mission to establish his agency here and work 
hismen. We declined to grant the the per- 
mission. Kennedy applied to the superior 
court for a charter and the court declined to 
grant it. Since then he has obtained a license 
from the clerk of the council and is doing 
business.”’ 

‘‘And it interferes with the work of the de- 
partment materially,’ said Chief Connolly. 
‘Since the board declined to grant the re- 
quest, Kennedy has published a card assault- 
ing the chief,’’ continued Chairman English. 
‘*He is selling commissions empowering varties 
as his agents all over the country, and I think 
we should do something to protect the depart- 
ment.’”’ 

‘‘How would this resolution cover the case,”’ 
said Commissioner Martin, who had been writ-

Some Figures from Alabama. 

We print this morning the first letter from 
Mr. Phinizy, the staff correspondent of THE 
CoNSTITUTION, who is touring through Ala- 
bama. There are some suggestive figures 
in the letter. In ten years Alabama has in- 
creased her taxable property from $125,000,- 
000 to $215,000,000. In the past year Jef- 
ferson county alone—of which Birmingham 
is the county seat—increased $26,000,000 
im tax values, a larger increase than was 
made by the entire state of Georgia for the 
game year. ‘The total increase in the state 
for the year was $41,691,703, of which 
amount Jefferson county contributed nearly 
two-thirds. Our correspondent is led into 
error, we fear, by the prima facie evidence 
ofthe tax books, which shows that the value 
of pistols, dirks and guns returned for taxa- 
tion is five times greater than that of farm- 
ing tools and implements. There must be 
some exemption for farming tools, or they 
must appear in some other shape in the tax 
books. It is simply incredible that the 
plows, hoes, harrows, cultivators, axes, har- 

sSsters and other farming implements in 
Alabama represent the value of only one- 
fifth of what is represented by pistols, dirks, 
and guns. Our correspondent’s figures are 
correct, for they are taken from the tax 
books, but there must be some explanation. 
In Alabama, as elsewhere, experience teaches 

the farmer who raises corn, grasses 
tle is prosperous, while the farmer 
lants all cotton impoverishes his 
and grows poorer almost every year 
passes. It is pitiable that the poorer a 
rincr becomes, the more helplessly he is 
pound in the all cotton toils. If he loses 
a thousand dollars this year by planting all 
cotton, it only makes the necessity for his 
planting ali cotton again next year one 
thousand dollars deeper. The more abject

The editor who has a propef conception of hig 
duty, an intelligent and conscientious appreciation 
of his obligations ‘to society, will never so far out- 
rage the proprieties of life as to commit an offense 
which, in our Civilization, would justify the most 
condign and summary punishment. 

To this the Gazette of yesterday, accept- 
ing the article as aimed at itself, says edito- 
rially, through Mr. Bismuth Miller, man- 
aging editor: 

If we ever aggrieved Mr. Walsh gratuitously or 
unwarrantably, we are bound to yield to him any 
p-rsonal satisfaction he demands, in any way he de- 
mands it, and he should address his demand, open 
or sealed, sg ced by his own hand, to the under- 
signed. 

What About the Monroe Doctrine? 

The report that the British have bloek- 
aded the ports of Venezuela has reached New 
York, and there is some indignation in com- 
mercial circles over such an unjustifiable 
outrage. 

Venezuela, through her president, appeal- 
ed to our government some time ago for its 
good offices in the matter of amicably set-- 
tling her differences with Great Britain, but 
the appeal failed to accomplish anything. 
The [fritish have already seized and 
occupied an important strip of Venezuelan 
territory, and the probability is that if cer- 
tain bonds in the hands of English subjects 
are not promptly paid, our unfortunate sis- 
ter republic will be dismembered and per- 
haps swallowed up by her robber creditors. 

With an Anglo-maniae at the head of our 
state department, the Monroe doctrine is 
practically tucked away out of sight and out 
of mind. The doctrine applies to the Vene- 
zuela case, if it applies to anything, but Sec- 
retary Bayard is the last man in the world 
to take a genuinely American stand upon 
the question. 

The Monroe doctrine cannot be perma- 
nently jaid upon the shelf by the present 
secretary of state or any other man. It is 
liable at any time to develop into one of the 

biggest and livest factors in our national 
policy. It is not only wise and just, but it 
is destined to beone of our greatest safe- 
guards. 

It is easier to reassert and maintain this 
line of policy now than it will be at a later 
day. This point is worth pondering over.

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The Returns Coming in Slowly. 
Returns have come in from two railroads on 
the sale of exposition tickets. 
The Western and Atlantic road sold 8,006 
tickets. Of this number, 6,357 were taken in 
by the exposition; leaving 1,649 tickets sold by 


the road and not used at the gates. 


The Georgia sold 14,656 exposition tickets, 
of which the exposition took in 11,357; leaving 
2,299 tickets purchased but not used. 

The roads pay for all tickets sold. When 
they sold an exposition ticket the 50 cents they 
received for it was the property of the exposi- 
tion. The low railroad rates induced many 
people to buy, with exposition coupons attach- 
ed, though not intending to stop in Atlanta, or 
even come to the city. | 

The percentage of tickets sold, but not re- 
turned, is 26 per cent in the Western and At- 
lantic railroad returns, and 21 per cent in the 
Georgia road returns. Mr. Nutting’s books 
show $35,000 worth of railroad tickets. The 
roads will probably show 22 per cent of unre- 
turned tickets, which would mean an addition 
of about $8,000. It is fortunate that this comes, 
as the expenses of the exposition largely ex- 
ceed first estimates.

Preachers in Politics. 


One of the great objects of the American 
people in establishing a constitutional form of gov 
ernment, was the separation of church and state. 
was expected that statesmen chosen by the free suf. 
frage of the people, would administer state affairs, 
and th.t clergymen, called by the great head of the 
churga to preach the gospel and administer its ordi- 
nances, would aitend to church effuirsand affairs 
pertaining to thechurch; and it was not intended 
thatthere should be any blending ofthese great 
and vitalinterests. What prompted our fathers to 
adopt this wise provision as one of the very corner- 
stones of our liberty? Doubtlessit was the history 
of the past. During many past generations the clergy 
in different couttries had mingled actively in the 
politics of the country, oni by their learning and 
the wealth accumulated by their churches, they 
had become a very controling element in politics, 
The result in many causes had ie :n the control in 
great measure of siate affairs by the clergy, thus 
mixing the two departments, and cofrupting both. 
This unfortunate practice had led to numerous wars 
and caused rivers of blood to flow. 

Our fathers knew that humsn nature under gimi- 
lar circumstances is always about the same, and 
they intended to separate the church and the state 
and the departments of those who controlled both, 
80 as to avoid the dire result# which may be seen in 
the history of other countries. 

They believed they had done this, but practically, 
the great principles laid down as fundamental in 
our institutions, have been disregarded by the clergy. 
As an illustration: 

The clergy of the northern states claimed that 
slavery was & great moral question, that it was a 
crying sin, and an overpowering evil, just as the 


clergy of Georgia, mauy of them today, use similar 


expressions in reference to the liquor twaffic, What 
was the result of that agitation? First, a few fanat- 
ical preachers commenced the erusade, Forgetting 
their high (alling to preach the gospel only, they 
converted their churches into places for political 
gatherings, and haraffgued their people by de- 
nouncing the southern people, and on 
the damning evils crime of  lay- 
ery.

Greene County on the Right Line.

Captain John Hart, of Union Point, sent up 
a drove of thirty mule colts as fine as ever 
Captain Hart 
claims that it cost him practically nothing to 
raise them. They grazed on the canebrake 
and bermuda grass, and were fed occasionally 
on forage cane and peavines. They represent 
to him almost a clear profit. There were colts 
and colts, stout and fine. It is notable that 
Wash Stocks, colored, took the premium for 
the best two-year-old mare. ‘The Herald says 
that Greene spends $75,000 every year for 
horses. This enormous amount is annually 
drained outof the county. It represents five 
dollars a head for every man, woman and child 
in Greene and would pay thirty dollars a year 
for schooling every child in the county. It is 
more than the county and state tax and repre- 
sents nearly two thousand bales of cotton. 
Every dollar of this could be saved to the coun- 
ty by raising horse and mule colts in the cane- 
brakes and bermuda grass lands for which 
Greene is famous. 

The colt show in Greene was a success, The 
next one will be very much better, and if.the 
Herald’s adviceis taken the colt show will 
develop into a first-class county fair. Gréene’s 
example is well worth following.

A Wonderful Story of Develop- 
ment and Progress, 


THE CHANGES OF TEN YEARS, 


The Farming of the State —The Manu- 
facturing Interest--The Lesson 
of the Day. 


Montaomeny, Ala., October 29.—(Staff Cor- 
respondence of The Constitution.}—Standing 
on the capitol terrace in the shadow of the old 
confederate capitol, looking out and around on 
all sides, itis hard torealize thatthe busy, 
prosperous city and scene before you is the 
same place that ten years before seemed so un- 
progressive, 

And when you step inside the old statehouse, 
and look through the volumes there that mark 
the progress of Alabama from year to year, it 
is still more difficult to comprehend that a peo- 
ple who, from time immemorial, have been 
blessed with a princely inheritage, should have 
allowed it to remain neglected and almost 
wasted for so many years. 

The Alabama of today, in all its physical 
resources, is the same as the Alabama o* twen- 
ty years ago, and yet the state, by reason of 
development, has so far outgrown the size and 
lineaments of its youth as to be almost un- 


recognizable. 

“You Georgians,” said a prominent official, 
“oroudly arrogate to your state the name of 
‘empire state of the south,’ and yet, do you 
know that the state of Alabama has. contribu- 
ted more to the reputation of the south abroad, 
for the glory of its soil, climate, resources— 
everything, rather than Georgia? You have 
the honor now, but we put you on notice, that 
as quickly as public sentiment can be enlight- 
ened, the glory and all that’s in the name will 
be durs!’’ 

There was a kind of prophetic ring in the 
man’s tone that I did not like, but suppose we 
see if there is anything in what he says. 

Ten years ago the value of taxable prop- 
erty in Alabama was $135,535,792, and the peo- 
ple were paying a rate of 74 mills upon that 
amount. In other words, the state tax-rate in 
Alabama ten years ago was over double what 
it is todayin Georgia, the value of taxable 
property being less than one-half as much. 
Ten years is but a_ short while, 
and development must be mar- 
vellously swift when as short a period 
p roduces the wonderful change Alabama pre 
sents today, when its taxable property is valued 
at $215,000,000. The tax.rate today is 54 mills, 
or two mills less than in 1876; this is a high 
rate, but when its cause is known it should 
stand as a mark of the honesty and integrity of 
this people. 

When the democrats regained the state in 
1874, they found it burdened with a debt some- 
thing like thirty millions of dollars. They 
went to.work to lift that debt. The only way 
to rid the state of it was to payit, or by legal 
compromise to reduce the yearly interest by 
lower interest bearing bonds. Over 7 
mills was found necessary to meet the interest 
on the public debt, and though the sum was 
unusually large, the people have each. year 
paid it without a murmur. By judicious, eco- 
nomical management it has been reduced now 
to 54 mills, and next year will be only 5 mills. 
The thirty miilion of bonded debt has been 
lowered to something over ten millions, an 
amount the state can easily carry, as is attes- 
ted by the excellent rating its bonds have in 
Wall street. 

WONDERFUL GROWTH IN COUNTIFS. 

There are 66 counties in Alabama, and 
the last returns to the state auditor from these 
counties show this remarkable fact —every 
county in the state, without exception, shows 
an increase. Jefferson county, in which the 
magic city of Birmingham, with its ever rising 
values, is situated, the richest county in the 
state, shows an increase over last year in value 
of taxable property of $26,574,598.00—one 
county in the state, whose annual increase ex- 
ceeds the sum total of the aggregate increase 
of the one hundred and thirty-sevon counties 
of Georgia! 

Is it possible that the officeholder will, after 
all, have his prophecies confirmed ? 

And not only Jefferson county, but Winston 
county, the poorest, sofar as values are con- 
cerned in the state, shows an increase of over 
$63,000. It is true, that the combined in- 
erease of values over last year is only 
#41,691,703.00 of which Jefferson county repre- 
sents over $26,000,000: but every county in the 
state without exception contributes in some 
degree to the measure of general prosperity. 

Vhat could be a better test of the prosperity 
of the people. 

The state is essentially an agricultural com- 
munity. In the years to come it may be just 
as truly amanufaeturing people. But upon 
the prosperity of the farming class depends, 


. after all, the real prosperity of the state. Al- 
P‘abama retains more plantations today than 


any other southern state, perhaps. The owners 
of land have not divided up their inheritance, 
selling a piece here and a piece there, but asa 
rule, the Coundaties of the plantation before 
the war .mark the limit of possession now. In 
only rare instances are the owners able to farm 
their plantations. To properly run a place of 
two or three thousand acres requires consid- 
erable money and thet commodity is scarce 
with the planters. What do they do? 

Three systems are emp!oyed, Wages, Shares, 
Renting. The first is good enough,but its prac- 
tice depends upon the possession of money,and 
that system is not in general vogue here. ‘The 
last twoare the usual methods by which the 
land is farmed. The difference between 
the two is hard to teli, both are bad 
enough, for both give to the negro absolute 
control over the cultivation of the crop. If he 
gives the land owner a part of the crop for the 
land, that part wili depend entirely upon the 
energy with which the negro works. The 
owner has to advance him provisions. The 
end of the year comes and the negro’s part is 


\ just about enough to pay for the advanees re- 


ceived. It is a never ending struggle be- 
tween life and death, between sufficiency and 
hunger on the part of the cropper, and all the 
while the land is steadily going down. 
This is equally true of the rent system, the 
renter never looking toward improvement, 
but always striving for immediate 
gain. With such system in yogue, with cotton 
the main crop, and that crop for the last three 

ears almosta failure, the condition of the Ala- 
ama farmer is not as bright as it ought to be. 
And yet he is no worse off than his brethren of 
other states. 

He may be said to have the advantage in 
some respects. ‘The cost of guano, that is so 
essential to the Georgia cotton planter, does 
not enter into the expense account of the 
farmer here. The rich, black soil of the prairie 
land will produce, if properly worked and with 
good seasons, a bale to the acre; and even 
with unfavorable adjuncts it rareiy falls below 
half a bale. 

In some of the sandy counties of the state, 
away from the black belt, fertilizers are used, 
and a mill that isin operation here in Mont- 
gomery, has about all it can doin supplying 
the demand. The use of fertilizers is not gen- 
eral in the state, and there is no reason wh 
the farmers should not do well, if they intel- 
ligently work theirland. And there are some 
who are doing well. They know their busi- 
ness, ahd each year they add totheir tvealth. 

STOCK RAISING IN ALABAMA, 

No better section exists anywhere for stock 
raising purposes than in some parts of Ala- 
bama. A large number of agriculturists are 
now in the business, and you can tell their 
farms the very instant you strike them by the 
air of prosperity and general good appearance. 
in Blount, Cherokee, Dale, Coosa, Henry, 
L.mestone, Madison, Marion, and Talledega, 
stock raising has become a regular industry. 
\ better and fairer land for the purpose 
could not be found. It fulfills the scrip- 
tural prophesy of cattle on a thousand 
hills. With the sioek raising there natarally 
goes hand ini hand the eultivation of improved 
sraases. The people have entered into this 
musiness with energy and intelligent work, 
aud though only a few years sinee, the results 
are easily diseernible, and the impression 
inade is good. Annual fairs ave springing up 
ali over Alabama. A few days ago there 
closed at Opelika a fine country show, where 
the exhibition of cattle and other resources 
would haye been a iit to the Piedmont ex- 
eager There isno cry of hard times from 
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proceeds of a good sale 
of hay.

good deal of it. The same year the value of 
farming implements was $87,567. What a 
contrast! Almost five times the amount of. 
money invested in farming implements locked 
up in deadly weapons! And the people of 
Ajubama are not always “spilin’ for a fight 
either.”’ ‘ 
THE FAULT IN THE TAX ASSESSING. , 

The state groans loudly under the abuses of 
its tax collecting system. And other States, 
including Georgia, add music to the melan- 
choly melody. For instance, Alabama hag 
J2,0085,600 acres of land within its borders, and 
yet only 24,976,617 are returned for taxation. 
True there are large tracts of government land 
here, but no estimate places it higher than 34 
million acres, which leaves 4,500,000 acres un- 
taxed and unaccounted for. This is an abuse 
that seems impossible to get at. Nearly one- 
sixth of the state paying notaxes! This is 
another cause of the high tax rate. 

In 1883 Georgia had money and solvent debts 
amounting to $34,000,000, while in the same 
year Alabama only returned $7,000,000, and 
the proportion is as great now, perhaps more 
striking. It is estimated that there is in sight 
in Alabama fally as much as ninety millions of 
property not taxed, because it is not returned, 
and it seems impossible to reach it. If there 
is auy consolation in the thought that she has 
company in her misery, let Alabama take 
heart, if she be downcast, for her sister stateof 
Georgia will doubtless show a similar dis- 
crepancy. 

_ A-eurious fact was presented today while 
compiling some statistics. There are 93,210 
horses, valued at $5,597,797, in the state, while! 
there are only 91,601 mules, but they aggregate 
in value $6,972,503, If there is any signiticance. 
in the statement, it would seem to be that over 
here a mule is more valuable than a horse. 

The amount of western meat, hay, grain and 
live stock imported into Alabama, is enormous, 
and there is no reason why the people should 
not raise everything they consume. All that is: 
needed is an intelligent application of work to 
the proper industry. Over in the minera! region 
they are establishing pipe works, that require 
large quantities of hay m molding. <A gentle- 
man told me yesterday that he had a contract to 
furnish 1,500 tons of bay to one company, and 
that on that one sale he would make more 
money than his entire crop of cotton usually 
netted him. And the cost of hay to him was 
virtualiy nothing. 

The teachers of the people are recognizing 
the facet that a check must be placed upon cot- 
ton production, and the people are being per- 
suaded every day. Im all her other industries 
the state is wonderfully active and prosperous, 
and the moment the cotton crop is made the 
surplus crop, that moment will mark the free- 
dom of the farmer. 

That it may come quickly is the earnest 
wish of those who are closely watching ‘the 
progress of the south in every industry.

Thus you see, this family actually used $).50 
worth of baking powder with one barrel of tieur.

STORY OF A WELL KNOWN DETECTIVE. | 


Zhe {Discovery of the Remains ef A 
T. Sewart—Twenty Thousand) Dol- 
lars the Price Paid. 


— 


New Yorx, October 30.—The mystery which | 
has so long enveloped the fate of the body of 
the millionaire dry goods dealer, AlexanderT. | 
Stewart, forms the subject of a chapter in Su- | 
perintendent G. W. Wailing’s book, “The Re- | 
collections of a. New York Chief of Police,” 
which fs soon to be published. The ex-super- 
intendent professes to give the only.true story | 
of the stealing of the body, and also alleges © 
that the body was subsequently returned to re- — 
presentatives of Judge Hilton. 

The remains were buried in St. Mark’schurch 
ord. corner of Second avenue and Tenth street, 

an underground vault, the entrance to which 
was covered by a flagstone, which, in tarn, was 
sodded over with the surrounding surface, so 
that there was no outward evidence of its loca- 
tion. 

Judge Hilton had discovered évidences that

morning of November 7th, 1878, the vant was 
*broken open andthe remains stolen. Judg 
Hiiton was firmly of the opinion that the sex- 
ton or his assistant had guilty knowledgecf <& 
the transaction, but this was never known 
The judge at once offered a reward of £25,0 
for the return of the body and the conviction 
of the grave robbers. 

The tirst clew came from General Patrick 
Jones, ex-postmaster of New York, who noti- 
fied Walling that an ex-soldier who hadserved | * 
under him claimed to know something about 
the Stewart body, and with proper encourage- 
ment would give information leading to its re- 
covery. 2 

The superintendent submitted the offer to’ 
Judge Hilton, who declared he would never 
pay one cent for Mr. Stewart’s bones unless 
they came accompanied by the thieves in irons. 
General Jones was persistent, and wanted to 
work the case and arrange for burying the 
body. He showed letters from the thieves, 
and a few days later gave to the police a pack- 
age expressed to him from Boston, containing a 
coffin plate, which was identified by the en- 

aver who had done the work. To complete 

eir identification, the robbers sent a piece of 
paper that fitted exactly the hole in the velvet 
cover of the coffin cut out by the thieves when 
the body wasremoved.
